But smell- 
ing salt, self-administered, soon revived 
her.

She smilingly stepped into the witness 
stand upon entering the courtroom and 


appeared cheerful and refreshed. She 
said she was ready to answer all ques- 
tione the District Attorney might ask 
her, no matter what they were. 
Courtroom Is Crowded. 

The defendant faced a crowded court- 
room. Among the 20 or more specta- 
tors who occupied every available bit of 
space were long-time friends and neigh- 
bors, whose faces were wheathed with 
hopeful smiles as she began her story. 

Ranged directly opposite her chair, 
within the inclosure and less than &@ 
dozen steps away, were the mother, the 
daughter and the husband of the woman 
whose life the State asserts she took. 
This little group of schoolgirl, grand- 
mother and middle-aged man followed 
with intense eagerness every word of 
her testimony. 

Just before the defendant took the 
chair she crossed over to her mother, 
Mrs. Conklin, sitting at the counsel 
table, leaned over and- kissed her. 

Suspicious of Husband a Year. 

‘‘Mrs. Carman,’’ began the District 
Attorney, ‘‘you said you were suspicious 
of your husband. -When did you get 
suspicious?’’ 

“About a year ago,”’ she replied. 

What caused her suspicion she could 
not say. 

“Were the rumors about a woman?’ 
the District Attorney asked.

Smith asked if she thought Mrs. Var- 
ance, the middle-aged nurse whose face 
she slapped, was more attractive than 
she. Mrs. Carman smiled and answered 
‘‘no.”* 

Under the, rapid volley of the District 
Attorney's pitiless questions, Mrs. Car- 
man’s color rose and fell. She bit her 
lips and clenched her gloved hands.

DEFENDANT DENIES 
-MAID’S TESTIMONY 


Led by the questions of her own coun- 
sel, late yesterday afternoon, Mrs. Car- 
man told of her whereabouts when Mrs. 
Bailey was shot down in the office 
of her husband, Dr. Edwin Carman. 

Mrs. Carman finished her direct ex- 
amination apparently as fresh as when 
she took the stand and confident that 
her story had had its effect upon the 
jury. 

A fabrication from beginning to end 
was in the essence her characterization 
of the maid’s narrative of the events 
of the night Mrs. Bailey was shot and 
killed and of subsequent happenings in 
the Carman home. 

The admissions by Mrs. Carman 
that she once siapped the face of 4 
nurse in her husband's office; that sho 
had a telephonic device installed to hear 
conversations between her husband and 
his women patients and that she asked 
her little girl to quit playing the piano 
on the night of the murder as told by wit- 
nesses for the prosecution, are «xpected 
to furnish the District Attorney the ba- 
sis for his attack upon the defendant's 
story that she was ill in her room when 
the fatal shot was fired. 

Those in cour were surprised yester- 
day when George M. Levy, her attorney, 
asked her to take the stand. sThe Court 
had been adjourning every day at 4:30 
o'clock. The crowd in the room had 
been listening with little apparent in- 
terest to stories told by witnesses called 
in an effort to break down the testi- 
mony offered by Frank Farrell, one of 
the State’s important witnesses. 

Many of those who had been in at- 
tendance throughout the day had gone 
when the defendant wus called, nearly 
15 minutes after the regular closing 
time. 

Mrs. Carman’s Story in Detail. 
Mrs. Carman told the following story: 
“y am the defendant. I was mafried 

to Dr. Carman in 1892. . 

“Barly in the morning of June 30, 1914, 
I went to New York. I spent the day 
shopping. I returned to Freeport with 
a headache on_a train at 6 o'clock. 

“As soon as I got home I took off my 
coat and went to the supper table. I 
answered the front door once. I admit- 
ted a man I do not know. I still had 
the headache at this time. After sup- 
per I went right to bed. I undressed 
and put all my clothing away. Then I 
put on my night clothes and went to 
bed. I was ill. 

“YT heard Elizabeth playing the piano. 
I told her t6 stop. Soon after I heard 
a shot and some commotion downstairs. 
I sat up and put on my kimono. I also 
put on my slippers. I went downstairs 
into the pantry noom. I could not see 
ir. the office. 

‘The door was closed. I heard the 
doctor k then. I went back upstairs, 
thinking’ that everything was all right. 
I met Elisabeth upstairs. Soon after 
Mrs. Powell came up and told me that 
some woman had been shot In the office. 
Mrs. Conklin also came up. 

Hed Several Quarrele Over Nuree. 

“The District Attorney called about 
9: o'clock that night. I went to bed 
at 10 o'clock. T had not been off the 
premises the whole night. The reason 
I did not go Into the office was because 
Dr. Carman told me never to go into 
the office after we had the trouble 


 aitficulty about the office on another | 


occasion. 


“The last time I ever saw Mrs. Va- 
rance, the nurse, was in the office when 
i slapped her face. Dr. Carman and I 
had several spats over Mrs. Vaiance. 
She came to the office afterward and I 
did not think it was right. On the night 
I slapped her face I saw her first in the 
waiting room. Later I looked in, but 
she was not there. So I went out in 
the yard and looked into the doctor’s of- 
fice through the window. 


“I saw them talking. Then Dr. Car- 
man peeled $15 from a roll he took 
from his coat and gave it to the nurse. 

“They talked some more and Mrs. 
Varance kissed the doctor. Then I 
rapped on the window and went in. I 
said to the nurse: ‘This is a nice’ way 
for a married woman and a married 
man to act.’ Then I said to the doctor: 
‘So this is where your money goes.’ Then 
I demanded the money and got it. 

Had Telephone Device Put In. 

‘Tt told Mrs. Varance never to come 
to the house again. After it was all 
over Dr. Carman told me if I ever came 
into the office again he would leave me 
and break it all off. 

“As to the telephone instrument, I 
had that installed because of stories I 
bad heard. People would ask him how 
his girls were and he would stay out all 
pight. I was not crazy jealous, but I 
wanted to find out if the stories were 
true. If they were I was determined to 


live under the same roof with Dr. Car-/’ 


man for my daughter's sake. But I 
resolved that I would never speak 
him again.” ‘ 

Mrs. Carman described how she 
bought the instrument and the demon- 
stration in the office in New York. She 
also described her conversation with 
the salesman. The salesman told her 
many places where the instrument 
had been installed. Continuing, Mrs. 
Carman said: 

“He also told me of the difficulties 
the installers had overcome. The man 
assured me that qne could be installed 
in my house without anybody knowixz 
i¢. I told the man I could not have it 
known that there was any trouble in 
my house on account of my girl. He 
wanted to sell me the instrument for 
$100. 

Failed to Work at First. 

*"T told him that was too much, s° 
he said he would rent it to me far 
three months for $50. I told him if I 
could arrange to get my husband wut 
of the house I would write him a let- 
ter and he could send the man to in 
stall it. I took Dr. Carman away while 
the thing was being put in. 

“T saw the man—Boissanault—again 
about three weeks later. I could not 
hear anything that went on in Dr. 
Carman’s office. I told him that. He 
told me the instrument might have 
been placed wrong, but he gave me 
three dry batteries to make it stronger. 
I also got back the letter I had writ- 
ten him, I had some receipts for the 
money I had paid him. I burned these 
before the homicide. 

“I took the instrument out the morn- 
ing after the murder. I took part of 
it out before breakfast and parts later. 
I thought Dr. Carman had enough trou- 
ble on his hands. 

“I did not know Mrs. Bailey. I had 
never seen her alive. I saw her body 
at the morgue three days after the 
murder. You (Mr. Levy) made me gv 
there and make sure whether I knew 
the woman.” 

“T have never fired a gun or a pistol 
in my life,”” continued Mrs. Carman. 
“I know nothing about firearms. 

‘‘When I first saw you after the mur- 
der I knew I was under suspicion. 1 
asked you to assist me if I needed an 
attorney. 

“I did not go through the kitchen as 
Celia Coleman said. I did not say ‘I 
shot him.’ I did not come down in a 
kimona and a night cap. I did not go 
in Dr. Carman’s office at any time on 
June 30. 

“T did not show Cella a revolver. The 
only revolver I ever handled was a lit- 
tle one the doctor kept in his bureau 
drawer. That was a tiny little one. I 
gave it to the District Attorney.

CAVALRY PRESSES 
GERMANS HARD 


Correspondents Take View War- 
saw Battle May Be Turn- 
ing Point in East. 

LONDON, Oct. 23.—According to the 
Petrograd correspondent of the Daily 
News, @ message has been received in 
the Russian capital from Warsaw, 
which says that Emperor William and 
the German headquarters staff have re- 
treated from Czenstochowa, in Russian 
Poland, close to the Silesian frontier, 
into Silesia. 

The Petrograd correspondent of the 
Post, in telegraphing a review of the 
situation on the Russian front, says: 

“Only time is now required to reduce 
the Germanic forces in their entirety 
from a fighting army to a beaten mob. 
The Russian cavalry is pressing hard 
upon their retreat, which is over abom- 
inable sloughs of roads, fringed by bog 
land and marshy foress. Prisoners and 
other trophies of success/ are being 
taken all the time, but no attempt has 
yet been made to estimate their num- 
bers. 

Furious Bayonet Encounter. 

“Wounded men, in their accounts of 
the fighting around the village of I<ozi- 
cnica, state that while the artillery duel 
Was proceeding for several days and 
nights, the troops were unable to move. 
Finally the artillery fire became equal 
on both sides and orders came to make 
& bayonet attack. The soldiers, stiff 
and miserable from their long confine- 
ment in the flooded trenches, were only 
too delighted at the order and dashed 
upon the German lines with irresistible 
vigor. The Germans, for the second 
time during the war on this side, met 
them with the bayonet and a terrible 
fight ensued. Neither side could gain 
the advantage and the slaughter was 
fearful. 

“Finally, a Russian hurrah came 
down on the wind from the flank, fol- 
lowed by brisk firing. The Germans 
mistook this for a successful outflank- 
ing movement and they broke and fled, 
abandoning everything in their run for 
safety. The Russians pursued them for 
2) miles and the plain was strewn with 
German dead.”’ 

“The German advance in Poland has 
been transformed into a hasty and in 
some parts a disorderly retreat,” says 
the Petrograd correspondent of the 
Dally Mall. “This retreat was primarily 
caused by a Russian cavalry force from 
Novoe Georgiewsk, which crossed the 
Vistula and turned the enemy's left 
flank. 

“The retreat of the German's left wing 
will force the army operating. around 
Kozienica and Ivangorod*to retreat also 
as well as the army in the vicifity of 
Sandomir and to the southward. Thus 
the ambitious plan to capture Warsaw 
and possess both banks of the Wistula 
during the winter campaign has been 
completely wrecked.’’ 

“The latest Russian success cannot be 
described as a decisive blow, but it may 
easily prove to be the turning point in 
the hostilities,” the Daily Telegraph's 
Petrograd correspondent says.

Narrative From Headquarters in France Says 


Operations Along 


Belgian Frontier Are 


Difficult Because of Hedges and Trees— Vil- 
lagers Carefully Mark English and French 


Graves.

LONDON, Oct. 23.—The Official Information Bureau has given out an- 


other account of recent operations by an eye-witness. 


This recital is 


dated Oct. 17 and explains at the outset that with the arrival of reinforce- 
ments the British have been able to play a more prominent. part in ex- 
erting pressure on the enemy and in the gradual extension to the north- 
ward, which has thrown British troops to the Franco-Belgian border. 

“Up till recently,” says this statement, ‘the extension northward had 
been carried out by the French alone.” 

The narrative goer on to explain that there have been actions in the 
two Western theaters of the war, from Nieuport south and along the Aisne, 


and continues as follows: 

‘In both these theaters the results at- 
tained, without being in any way de- 
ceisive, have been entirely satisfactory 
and in furtherance of the general 
scheme which the allied armies are car- 
rying out in co-operation. 

“In the southern of the two spheres 
in which we have been engaged, on the 
Aisne, our right wing has been main- 
taining its pressure without actually 
moving forward while in the northern 
spnere our left wing has advanced & 
considerable distance in face of some 
opposition. 

No Serious Fighting on Aisne. 

“On the Aisne, since the repulse in- 
flicted on the enemy the night of Oct. 
10, there has been no serious fighting 
and less artillery action than usual for 
the reason that. the misty, and occa- 
sionally rainy weather has rendered 
almost impossible the employment of 
guns. 

“On the night of Oct. 13-14 the enemy 
cummenced an attack which was not 
pushed through, ani which may be re 
garded as a Gemonstration. Our patrols 
have beén active with the bayonet al 
night, and they have accounted for nu- 
merous small parties of German infantry 
left to occupy their front trenches. 3¢ 
the positions of the opposing forces 
have remained practically unchanged. 

“In the North of France the fighting 
#0 far has been of a preparatory nature 
alone. As stated, ground has been 
gained by us but the misty weather has 
hampered aerial reconnoissances and ar- 
tillery co-operation, and these factors. 
tagether with the ature of the terrain, 
have maGe progress somewhat slow.”’ 

The narrative here described the na- 
ture of the country along the Belgian 
frontier, explaining that hedges are fre- 
quent, that trees often restrict the view 
end that means of communication are 
bad. 

Eagagements in Blind Country. 

“It tl@ in a blind country of this na- 
ture,” the narrator goes on, “that our 
advanced guards near the Belgian fron- 
tler are engaging the advanced troops 
of the enemy. The latter consists in 
some places of cavalry supported by 
Jager and Schutz detachments, with 
large numbers of machine guns and oth- 
ers, with larger bodies of infantry. 

“As was the case in our advance up 
to the Aisne, the enemy is making every 
effort to delay our progress, no doubt to 
give time for the stronger forces behind 
to perfect their arrangements. 

“In general, they take every advan- 
tage that is to be obtained from the 
giound and conceal themselves wel! 
Furthermore, they occupy narrow 
trenches with inconspicuous parapets 21 
vur eide of the villages. Machine guns 
often are placed in the center of rooms 
whence through a window they cai 
command an apprceach. 

“So far in our advance we have in 
_ fileted considerable loss on these de 
tachments, in spite of the fact that they 
retreat under cover of darkness wher- 
ever this is peasible. But their resist- 
arce is by no mears passive, and they 
heve made several determined counter- 
attacks. Manv of the prisoners falling 
into our hands have expressed surprise 
at being oppesed by the British in this 
quarter. 

“To the north of the Lys, although 
fur reasons already given an adequate 
reconnoissance ahead has been prac- 
tically impossible srd in spite of the 
- fact that the Germans held a stron« 
maition on a high bridge between Gode- 
weersvelde and Bailleul,’ one of our cav- 
eiry forces would not be denied, Sup- 
ported by infantry. it has driven the 
enemy back steadi'y.

Violent Fighting Seuth of Lys. 

“On the right, to the south of the 
Lys. progress has been slower partly 
because the terrain affords creater 
factiities "to the foree acting on the 
_ defense and partly because the enemy 
has hed more time for preparations 


and is in greater strength. The nu- 
merous dikes in this low-lying part 
of the country are so broad and deep 
as to necessitate the transport of 
Planks and ladders by which to cruss 
them. It is in this quarter that the 
most obstinate combats for the pos- 
session of villages have taken place 
and that the enclosed country has 
rendered the co-operation of artillery 
most difficult, except where the vil- 
lages contained church or other land- 
marks above the trees by means of 
which guns could get the range. 

“Although the employment of our field 
artillery in battering down defended 
villages is thus hampered, another and 
very efficacious method of arriving at 
the same result has been evolved. 

‘Parts of the region where this fight- 
ing has been in progress present a mel- 
ancholy aspect. Many of the once pros- 
perous homesteads and hamlets are lit- 
erally torn to pieces. 

“The work of burial falls to a great 
extent on the local inhabitants, who, 
with our soldiers, take no little care in 
marking the last resting places of their 
countrymen ahd allies, either by little 
wooden crosses or by flowers. 

“Amidst the graves scattered all over 
the countryside are rifle pits, trenches 
and gun emplacemerts which those now 
resting below the sod helped to defend 
or to attack. From these the progress 
of the fighting can be traced, and even 
its nature, for they vary from carefully 
constructed and cunningly placed works 
to the hastily-shaped lair of a Germa» 
sniper, or a roadside ditch with {ts sides; 
scooped out by the intrenching imple- 
ments of our infantry.’’ 


How Delcasse, Statesman’s 
Son, Was Made a Prisoner 


BERLIN, Oct. 28.—Second Lieutenant 
Delcasse, youngest son of the French 
Foreign Minister, lies wounded in both 
thighs in a German military hospital 
in Merseburg, in Saxony. A German 
officer who received the first official 
report of his capture, has reported: 

“One morning in August, one of our 
small patrols entered a village near the 
Meuse, in order to find out whether it 
was occupied by the French. The lead- 
er of the patrol, a corporal, had scarce- 
ly entered the school building with his 
three men when he saw through the 
open window a French reconnoitering 
patrol coming down the Village street. 
It consisted of a Second Lieutenant and 
nine men. The corporal placed his 
men at several windows, and eight of 
the French were killed, while the Lieu- 
tenant and one man were taken pris- 
oners."’ 


Canadian Gift of Food Is 
Neglected on London Dock 


LONDON, Oct. 23.—The Standard 
states that 250,000 bags of flour and 4,- 
"000 pounds of cheese, a war gift to 
the mother country from Canada, have 
been lying on London docks for the past 
two months, because of difficulty in 
discovering who is responsible for its 
handling. 

It has now been ascertained that the 
lecal government board is responsible 
and its members are busy considering 
what is to be done with the food.

by the Secretary of the Admiralty 
The statement also says reports indi- 
cate substantial losses have been in- 
flicted on the German lines. The state- 
ment says: 

“On Oct. 18 requests for naval assist- 
ance were made to the admiralty by the 
allied commanders. In consequence, a 
naval flotilla, amounting to a large num- 
ber of powerful long-range guns, came 
into action at daybreak on the 19th off 
the Belgian coast, supporting the left of 
the Belgian army and firing against the 
right of the German attack, which they 
were, by their position, able to enfilade. 

“The Germans replied by shells from 
their heavy guns, but owing to the su- 
perior range of the British marine ar- 
tillery, practically no damage has been 
done. 

“Three monitors, which were building 
in British ports for Brazil and were ac- 
quired on the-outbreak of the war, have 
proved particularly well suited to this 
class of operations. A heavy bombard- 
ment on the German flank has been 
maintained without intermission since 
the morning of the nineteenth and is 
being continued today. 

“Observation is arranged from shore 
by means of naval balloons and all re- 
ports indicate that substantial 


the fire is well dfrected and effective 
against his batteries and heavy guns.

Lawyer and Former Pastor 
in the Tenth District. 


FRANCIS MARION CURLEE (Dem- 
ocrat), 37 years old. The Democrats 
of this district felt that they lost the 
member of Congress two years ago be- 
cause they failed to put a strong can- 
didate in the fleld against Richard 
Bartholdt, Republican. Although Barth- 
oldt received a minority vote, running 
only slightly ahead of his Democratic 
and Progressive rivals, he was fre- 
elected. This year the Democrats nom- 
inated Curlee, who has been practicing 
law successfully in St. Louis since 196. 
He is running on a platform sustaining 
the Democratic national administra- 
tion and opposing prohibition, 

JACOB E. MEEKER (Republican), 
36 years old. Pastor of the Compton 
Hill Congregational Church in St. Louis 
from 1906 to 1912, when he resigned 
to take up the study of law. Admitted 
to the bar last January. 

Meeker is making his campaign on a 
platform of opposition to prohibition 
and to the Wilson administration’s tar- 
iff bill. During the last three years 
of his ministerial work in St. Louis 
Meeker attained unusual notoriety by 
espousing the cause of anti-prohibition 
and preaching sermons construed as 
favorable to the liquor interests. 

His aititude on the liquor question 
brought upon him severe censure from 
the other Congregational ministers of 
St. Louis, and also from the Anti- 
Saloon League. He resigned from the 
ministry early in 1914, after the Con-| 
gregational ministers had demanded 
that he stand trial to determine whether 
he should remain in good standing as 
a preacher.

I am against it on the ground of prin- 
ciple, and, if so fortunate as to be 
nominated and elected to Congress, | 
will not only vote against that amend- 
ment (Shephard-Hobson National Pro- 
hibition resolution), but I will aid in 
every way in organizing a movement 
utterly to destry this vicious political 
heresy. Never will I vote to lower 
the flag of freedom and in its place 
hoist the black flag of social despotism.”’ 

Meeker was pastor of a Congregation- 
al church at Eldon, Miller County, Mis- 
souri, before he came to St. Louis. Six 
citizens of Miller County have made 
affidavit that Meeker, during his pas- 
torate there, was the leader of the anti- 
saloon and prohibition forces. The ob- 
ject of these affidavits is to show that 
Meeker has changed his attitude on 
the liquor question after he came to 
St. Louis, and that his statement that 
he had always fought prohiibtion is not 
true. 

Meeker asserts that hig record in 
Eldon is not inconsistent with his rec- 
ord in St. Louls. There his fight, he 
[says, was always based upon the suf- 
ficiency or insufficiency of the saloon 
petition. 

During the past three or four years 
Meeker has been active in prohibition 
and liquor fights in several states. He 
Says that he has been paid for his 
services—not by the liquor interests— 
but by the local committees having 
charge of the campaigns. He asserts 
that he has not at any time been in 
the employ of any brewing or distilling 
interest. 

Meeker’s candidacy for Congress was 
sponsored by a Citizens’ Committee of 
which Collector Edmond Koeln, for 
many years a saloon keeper and now 
proprietor of a Market street bar, was 
the moving spirit. 

In explanation of his petition, Meeker 
said that he had. discovered that pro- 
hibition was not the proper remedy for 
the liquor evil. He is an advocate 
of temperance, he says, but believes 
in high license and regulation. 


Candidates for Congress

WILLIAM L. IGOE (Democrat), 35 
years old. Was a member of the House 
of Delegates from 1909 to 1913, and made 
an excellent record as a champion of 
progressive municipal legislation. Elect- 
ed to Congress in the fall of 1912, and 
is serving out his first term. He has at- 
tained the distinction of being one »f 
the few first term members of Congress 
to become a member of the Judiciary 
Committee. He was appointed to suc- 
ceed Henry D. Clayton of Alabama, who 
resigned to take a judicial appointment. 
He was also a member of the District 
of Columbia Committee, which legislates 
for Washington. 

HARRY A. HAMILTON (Republi- 
can), 37 years old. Served one term as 
member of the House of Delegates, 1909- 
1911, and had a good record. He is a 
lawyer and has been practicing in St. 
Louis since he was graduated from the 
St. Louis Law School in 1898. 


Candidate for Congress in 
12th District Once Indicted. 


JOHN P. COLLINS (Democrat), 
Proprietor of several undertaking es- 
tablishments, and has been admitted to 
the bar, but does not practice law. Has 
been active in river ward politics for 
many years, and boasted in his primary 
campaign <that he had signed bonds tw 
the amount of $1,000,000 to get his po- 
litical friends released from fail. 

Collins served one term, from 1901 to 
19%, as a member of the State Senate. 
representing the Thirty-first District 
His service in the Senate was charac- 
terized by devotion to the lobby, which 


at that time wielded a powerful influ-' 


ence over State legislation. 

One of his first acts was to intro- 
duce a bill to repeal the bipartisan 
school board law, which has operated 
to remove the public schools of St, 
Louis from the influence of party 
politics and its train of evils. This 
bill failed, although Collins strongly 
championed it. 

He voted against a resolution to re- 
quire a report within 10 days from Sen- 
ate committees to which bills were re- 
ferred. This resolution was an anti- 
lobby measure. He was absent from 
the Senate when amendments to the 
Nesbit election law were passed. These 
amendments were designed to preven’ 
wholesale registration and election 
frauds in St. Louis, against which al- 
most universal complaint had been 
made. 

He voted against the repeal of the 
alum baking powder bill, which had 
been the source of much scandal in the 
Legislature. 

Collins was indicted four times in 1903 
on charges of setting up and operating 
policy games in violation of the law 
One indictment charged him with op- 
erating the Fidelity Co., a second with 
operating the Henry Co., and a third 
that he had set up a scheme of draw- 
ing in the nature of a lottery. The 
fourth indictment charged that Collins, 
Louis T. Miller and 8S. J. Tennant joint- 
ly conducted a lottery business at 411 
and 507 Walnut street. They Were ac- 
cused of selling in St. Louis large num- 
bers of tickets of the Mexican lottery 
of Mexico City. 

Miller. formerly an embalmer for Col- 
lins, was tried and convicted, being 
sentenced to six months in jail. There 
was testimony in the Miller trial to the 
effect that the checks to pay for the 
lottery tickets were signed by John P. 
Collins as trustee. 

Collins was never tried on any of 
these indictments, although the courts 
persistently refused to sustain demurrers 
and motions to dismiss. The indict- 
ments finally were nolle prossed by 
former Assistant Circuit Attorney Ma- 
roney, who filed a statement in one

Circuit Attorney Found in Sev- 
eral Cases Deaths Occurred 
Since Registration Day. 


Circuit Attorney Harvey today said 
he had investigated a number of cases 
of alleged registration of dead men and 
had found that in every instance the 
man had died since Sept. 1., registra- 
tion day. He believes this will be found 
true in all such cases. 

The Board of Election Commissioners, 
he said, had no power to remove from 
the Hsts the name of a man who died 
after registering, but had to leave the 
name there until] the lists are revises 
next March. 

The testimony of Mayor Kiel and 
President McPheeters of the Police 
Board before the grand jury has been 
completed.

Drabelle Makes Statement. 

John W. Drabelle, chairman of the 
Election Board, issued a statement 
last night, in which he said the ma- 
jority of the members of the board 
believed the crusade was started by 
Schmoll and his advisers pureiy for 
political purposes, to divert the pub- 
lic mind from real issues. He pointed 
out that the registration is 25,000 less 
than in 1910.

As an example he cited the fact 
that the name of Capt. Robert Mc- 
Culloch remains on the registration 
lists, although he is dead, and the 
board hag no right to strike his 
name off until the March revision, 
and the same is true of hundreds of 
others. 

Sidney 8S. May, the other Democratic 
member, concurred in Drabelle’s state- 
ment. Joseph A. Wright, the Progres- 
sive member, was not at the city hall, 
but Drabelle and May said he was 
at the meeting at which the statement 
was read and concurred in it. 

Buder Expects Fair Elections. 

Oscar E. Buder, Republican member, 
concurred in Drabelle’s statement ex- 
cept he did not know the motive for 
the assertions of fraud. He believed 
the coming election would be one of the 
fairest ever held in St. Louis. There 
might be 50 cases of suspected fraud, 
he said, but he did not know whether 
they were committed by Democrats or 
Republicans. Since registration day, ue 
said, as many as 1000 had moved and 
reregistered and probably as many more 
had moved, but had not reregistered. 
The board, he said, had no right, to 
remove from the books names of voters 
who had moved or died. 

Drabelle said he would not have given 
out the statement but for the wanton 
and deliberate misstatements that have 
been made. In these statements it had 
hed been charged that voters had moved 
away and had died, but no dates were 
given. The whole truth was not told, 
he said, and it was necessary to maké a 
statement of the true situation. 

Mayor Kiel said he did not believe 
there had been any wholesale registra- 
tion frauds. There might have been a 
little, but he did not believe there were 
more than a hundred cases of fraudu- 
lent registration in the city.

Has never held public office. Was 

candidate for nomination for Probate 
Judge four years ago, and in the face 
ef the opposition of nearly all the mem- 
bers of the city committee, he came 
within a few votes of winning the nom- 
ination. Feehan authorizes the state- 
ment that if he“is elected he will ac- 
cept the salary provided by law for the 
Probate Judge and make no effort to 
contest the law to recover the excess 
fees now. paid into the city treasury for 
the benefit of the St. Louis public 
schools. These fees, claimed by the 
present Probaté Judge, amount to ap- 
proximately $20,000 a year. 

CHARLES W. HOLTCAMP (Repub- 
lican), 55 years old. Finishing his sec- 
ond term as Judge of the Probate 
Court; also served as member of the 
House of Delegates from 1899 to 1901, 

Claims $116,000 in Fees. 

In 190 the Legislature enacted a law 
placing the Probate Judge’sa office on 
a saldry, instead of a fee basis. Under 
the old law the fees of the Probate 
Judge of St( Louis amounted to $20,000 
or $30,000 a year. Under the new law 
the salary and limited fees allowed to 
the Probate Judge amount to slightly 
more than $3,000 a year. The law re- 
quires the excess fees to we paid into 
the city treasury for 7 benefit of the 
public gcnools. 

Despite the fact that “Ole validity of 
the statute has been upheld by the 
Supreme Court, Judge Holtcamp has 
claimed the excess fees and paid them 
into the city treasury only under pro- 
test. Since 1907 the excess fees—iess 
the year 1912—have amounted to §116,- 
603.04, all of which Judge Holtcamp 
claims as belonging to him. The fees 
for 1912, which he tendered to the 
City Treasurer, were refused, and are 
still held by his office. 

The position which Judge Holtcamp 
has taken with respect to these excess 
fees forced the Board of Education to 
enter into a contract with the City 
Treasurer, the City Auditer and the 
City Comptroller to defend such suits 
as Holtcamp might file to recover 
the fees, and also to pay all expenses. 
The Treasurer, Auditor and Comptroller 
feared that under their bonds they 
might be Hable for the amount of the 
fees if they paid them over to the 
Board of Education without some guar- 
antee of protection. 

Has Accepted the Salary. 

When W. W. Henderson was Probate 
Judge he refused to accept the salary 
provided by statute, and at the ex- 
piration of his term filed suit to re- 
cover the fees. His suit was successful, 
but the Supreme. .Court. in. 1912 over- 
ruled , the decision in the Hendersom 
case by upholding the validity of the 
law of 190. Judge Holtcamp has ac- 
cepted the salary of the office, while, 
at the same time, he has given notice 
of his intention to sue to recover the 
excess fees. 

Should Judge Holtcamp be re-elected 
foo another four years, and at the ex- 
piration of his term in 1918 succeed in 
1ecovering the excess fees of the office. 
the public schools of St. Louis would 
suffer to the extent of approximately 
$200,000 while he would be enriched thar 
amount, 

If he should be successful in recover- 
ing these fees his salary would thus b> 
increased approximately $20,000 a year 
for each of the 12 years that he would 
have served. The city officials accepted 
Judge Hecltcamp’s protests as notice of 
his intention to file suit to recover the 
fees, and as the fees accruing since th- 
decision of the Supremé Court have also 
been paid under protest, the Treasurer, 
Auditor and Comptroller are still being 
forced to protect themgelves by requir- 
ing a contract from the Board of Edu- 
cation before paying the money to it. 
The protests indicated that Judge Holt- 
camp was not satisfied with the decision 
of the Supreme Court and had another 
theory under which he expected to over- 
turn the statute and recover the fees. 
part Against Holtcamp Threatened. 

State Auditor John P. Gordon recently 
announced that he intended to file suit

allowed $4811 for collateral inheritance 
tax appraisale—an average of more than 
$406 a month—or more than $15 a day 
for the entire 313 working days of the 
year, or five times the amount pro- 
vided by law. 


Baker’s Fees Also Large. 

Baker’s fees were not quite so large, 
but greatly in excess of the amount 
provided by law. 

The only explanation offered for the 
payment of fees to the two lawyers itn 
excess of the amount provided by law 
was that they worked on several cases 
each day, and charged up a full day's 
pay against each case. 

The collateral inheritance tax is paid 
to the State university to help support 
that institution. The excess fees al. 
lowed to the two St. Louls attorneys 
would have gone into the treasury of 
the university to ald the cause of ed- 
ucation if the letter of the law had 
been followed. 

The recent allowance by Judge Holt- 
camp of a fee of $12,800 to Henry Kort- 
john as administrator pending the liti- 
gation of a suit to break the will of 
Alfred I. Miller, and of @ fee of $7500 
to George B. Webster as attorney for 
Kortjohn, has been much discussed re- 
cently among lawyers. The attorneys 
for Mrs. Georgiana Miller, widow, at- 
tacked the fees as excessive, and ap- 
pealed to the Cirevit Court. Before 
the case wae set for trial Kortjohn and 
Webster settled for approximately $1i,- 
000 between them.

The ¢s- | 
tate was in Kortjohn’s hands about six 
months, during which time he made 
disbursements of approximately %20,- 
000. It is customary in such cases to 
pay temporary administrator the legai 
rate on disbursements—5 per cent. Kort- 
john’s fees on the basis of his dis- 
bursemients would have been about 
$1000. 

The Probate Court’s duty is to pro- 
tect the assets of estates for the bene- 
fit of the heirs. In this case Kortjohn, 
as temporary receiver, was allowed by 
the Court a fee aggregating a full 5 
per cent of the entire cash value of the 
estate, exclusive of the fee allowed to, 
Webster. This would have been all’! 
that a regular administrator would 
have been entitled to for a full two 
years’ period of administration. 

A case of present great public inter- 
est in the Probate Court is the ap- 
pointment made Thursday of an admin- 
istrator pending the litigation of James 
Campbell's will. Judge Holtcamp ap- 
pointed John 8. Leahy, an attorney. He 
is a close personal and political friend 
of Judge Holtcamp. It is expected by 
lawyers that the temporary adminis- 
trator, under the law, will make a fee 
of $50,000 to $100,000 out of the estate. 
Leahy was formerly a member of the 
City Council, having been elected on tiie 
Republican ticket. He was attorney for 
the children against the mother when 
they sought to break the will of Alfred 
Miller. It was this case in which Henry 
Kortjohn was appointed by Judge Holt- 
camp administrator pendente lite and 
George B. Webster as his attorney, 
where the allowance by Judge Holt- 
camp of fees aggregating nearly $20,0v0 
to these two attorneys was protested by 
Mrs. Miller. 

The estate of the late Albert S. Block 
was recently administered under the 
direction of the Probate Court. Block 
was a wealthy commission merchant. 
In November, 1911, he was declared to 
be of unsound mind, and Morris H. 
Biederman, a bookkeeper in his office, 
was appointed to be his guardian. 

On March 9, 1912, the law firm of 
Leahy, Saunders & Barth was appoint- 
ed by Judge Holtcamp as counsel for 
the guardian, John 8S. Leahy being the 
member of the firm active in this con- 
nection. On April 1 Block was declared 
by a jury to be of sound mind and his 
estate was restored to him. 

Judge Holtcamp allowed Biederman 
$6500 for his five months’ service as 
guardian of Block. 

Leahy was allowed $5500 for his 
services as attorney for Biderman 
from March 9 to April 1, less than 
one month, this allowance being 
made April 13, 1912. 

Eight days after Block was de- 
clared to be of sound mind he made 
a will, which was witnessed by 
Leahy, as his attorney, bequeathing 
his estate to Margaret Stephens. Nine 
days after that he and Margaret 
Stephens were secretly married in 
Springfield, Mo. In February, 1913, 
Block’s mother filed another ‘nsanity 
suit against him, asking for the ap- 
pointment of a guardian. After he 
again had been declared of unsound 
mind, Leahy arose in court and stated 
that Block’s wife was present and 
wished to be appointed his guardian. 
Block’s relatives had no previous 
knowledge of his marriage. Mrs. 
Block was appointed by the court. 
These facts were brought out in a 
contest of the will which was drawn 
up before the secret marriage. 

Judge Holtcamp was born in Deca- 
tur, Ill, and took his law course at 
Washington University. He was the 
Captain of a regiment in the Spanish- 
American War, and served as a Colonel 
of the First Regiment, Missouri Na- 
tional Guard. He had a clean record 
as a member of the House of Dele- 
gates. 


Records of Candidates 
for Circuit Judgships. 


GLENDY B. ARNOLD (Democrat), 
39 years old. Served ten months as 
Assistant Circuit Attorney, the only 
public office he has ever held. Was 
admitted to the bar in 1901, and has 
since practiced in St. Louis. Has had 
a very wide experience in the trial of 
cases in the Circuit Court, Court of Ap- 
peals and Supreme Court, and lawyers, 
generally, without regard to politics, 
are urging his election upon the ground 
of his peculiar fitness for the office. He 
Was associated with the law firm of 
Boyle, Priest & Lehmann from 1903 
until 1909, when he established himself 
in independent practice. He became an 
Assistant Circuit Attorney in Decem- 
ber, 19138, and resigned a few months 
ago to make the race for Circuit Judge. 

HIRAM N. MOORE (Democrat), 45 
years old. Is now Assistant Circuit At- 
torney under Thomas RB. Harvey, in 
charge of the docket in Division No, 11. 
Served four years ae Judge of the Court 
ot Criminal Correction from 1902 to 1906, 
disposing of more than 0,000 cases dur- 
ing his term. Both as Judge of the 
Court of Criminal Correction and as 
Assistant Circuit Attorney he has estab- 
lished a record for efficiency and close 
attention to duty. 

JOHN J. O'BRIEN (Democrat), 47 
years old. Was member of the House of 
Delegates as representative of the ol 
Twentieth Ward from 1903 to 169, serv- 
ing as Speaker froin 190 to 1907. Made ua 
good record as member of the Municipal 
Assembly. Was admitted to the bar in 
May, 198, and has since heen engaged 
in the general practice of law. 

J. HUGO GRIMM (Republican), 50 
years old. Serving first term as Judge 
of the Circuit Court. A report issued 
by the Circuit Clerk for 1913 shows that 
Judge Grimm tried and determined 693 
cases, a greater number than for any 
other Judge. During his term on the 
bench he has presided over the civil. 
criminal and juvenile divisions of the 
court, and has tried many important 
cases. He decided the Tower Grove 
grade crossing case of the Missouri! Pa- 
cific Railway in favor of the city, and 
the universal transfer case, which was 
not appealed by United Railways, but 
carried into immediate effect. 

Judge Grimm also decided one of the 
first mill tax cases, giving a judgment 
in favor of the city. In a- written opinion 
in that case he stated that it was not 
clear to him that the city had the right 
to recover the mill tax, but he added: “I 
have concluded in view of the decisions 
of Judge Homer on the demurrer and 
of the more recent decision of Judge 
Fisher, before whom the case was fully 
argued and all the authorities presented, 
to defer to their opinions and follow 
their rulings.’ 

GEORGE H. SHIELDS (Republic- 
an), 72 years old. Served as Circuit 
Judge from 1906 to 1912. Decided manv

| rhe nomination of Judge Kimmel was 


one of the Republican surprises of the 
primary election. For various reasons 
many Republicans, especially lawyers 
familiar with his professional and of- 
ficial career, are refusing to suppdrt 
Judge Kimmel and are working actively 
against him. 

Last January the grand jury requested 
Mayor Kiel: to discharge Kimmel] as 
Judge of the Municipal Police Court. The 
grand jury’s complaint was that he had 
cischarged garment workers and waiters 
brought before him on charges of viola- 
tion of city ordinances with respect to 
picketing. It also complained that Judge 


Kimmel dealt entireiy too liberally with 
persons charged with violating the au- 
tomobile speed laws. 

President McPheeters of the Board of 
Police Commissioners filed a vigorous 
complaint with Mayor Kiel against Kim- 
mel, charging that he permitted Jeptha 
Lb. Howe, a former political boss, to 
berate policemen who testified against 
him in a speeding case. McPheeters 
threatened to withdraw the motor cycle 
police from service unless the Mayor 
saw that they were protected from in- 
sults in Judge Kimmel’s court. 

Mayor Kiel summoned Kimmel to his 


iim. No. charges flied against 
Kimmel by the Mayor as the result of 
the complaints. 

The amount of money collected for 
fines and costs in the court decreased 
very considerably under Judge Kimmel’s 
administration. During the first three 
years of Judge Danie! O’C. Tracy's term 
he tried 42,460 cases and collected $89,- 
456.20 in fines and costs. During the 
three corresponding years of Judge Kim- 
mel’s term he tried 36,650 cases and col- 
lected $54,498.23. 

While a Police Judge, Kimmel toon 
an active interest in trying to protect

NEW YORK, Oct. 23.—Figures offered 


in the New York custom house show ar 
increase of nearly $12,000,000 in exports 
from this port in the last 28 days over 
the same period of last year. 

It was said that the balance of trade 
in the favor of the United States was 
steadily growing and has not been 
against this country at any time during 
the war. 

This showing is made in the face of a 
falling off of many millions in the ex- 
port of cotton, machinery, cotton manu- 


factures and pork products, all of which 
are now steadily climbing toward nor- 


few 


mal and are certain within the next 
months to exceed the figures of 


: former years. 


The falling off of exports in these 


'' staples has much more than been made 


up by increases in other lines. Sugar in- 
creased in September about 50,000,000 
pounds in quantity and $3,230,000 in val- 
ue; zinc increased from $643 in September 
of last year to $2,401,425 last September, 
and when the figures of October are 
made up it is said that the increasé will 
be much more than doubled again. 
High Water Mark This Week. 

Exports of nickel aggregated $808,496 
last September against about half thai 
amount in 1913. Horse shoes exportcd 
lasvt year amounted to 526 pounds, while 
the exports of September, 1914, were 
2 776,404 pounds, and similar increases 
are evident this month all along the list 
of materials used in manufacture of war 
supplies, while the food and clothing 
lists are bidding fair to make the next 
month or two record ones in the history 
of American exports, according to the 
statisticians of the custom house. 

Exports this week to date amount to 
$16,045,317, which is a high-water mark 
for the year for sucl a period and for 
rany years past for the days of the 
year; in fact, it Was asserted that no 
such record for the same days of the 
year has been found in the New Yorx« 
custom house. Officials of the custom 
house are not permitted to give state- 
ments for publication, but in a genera! 
discussion of these figures one of the 
statisticians pointed out the fact that 
most of the munitions of war, which it 
is asserted are being shipped from thia 
country for the use of some of th: 
belligerent nations, are not going 
through this port. 

Only $283,521 worth of cartridges 
were shipped from here last month 
so far as any legitimate manifest 
showed, as against $130,470 worth 
during the game month last year,

Much Goes Through Canada. 
No vast shipments of blankets, 
khaki, canvas for tents, mules, horses,

LORIMER BANKERS 


Origin of Troubles of 14 Men 
Under. Indictment Traced to 
State Auditor's “Wife.”’ 


CHICAGO, Oct. 2.—Priends of William 
Lorimer, former United States Senator; 
John K. Segrave, chief clerk fn the of- 
fice of the State Auditor, and 12 officers 
and employes of the Lorimer-Munday 
chain of banks, who were indicted in 
the State courts yesterday in connection 
with the failure of the La Salle Street 
Trust and Savings Bank, today ex- 
pressed the opinion that in the domestic 
troubles of James J. Brady, State Audi- 
tor, was to be found the real origin of 
the bank’s troubles. 

Mrs. Mary Quinlan Kuhn Brady, the 
Michigan “wife” of the State Auditor, 
was a witness before the grand jury. 
The State depends largely on her testi- 
mony to convict some of athe men and 
she still is held in eustody in a hotel. 

Mre. Brady was the wife of a tele- 
gTaph operator friend ef Brady. She ob- 
tained a divorce and within a year was 
married,in Michigan to Brady. They 
parted fn a few months, and June 4 she 
filed suit for $50,000, alleging that Brady 
had violated his promise to remarry her 
in Illinois when a year from the date of 
her divorce had expired, to meet the 
requirement of the Illinois law. 


$20,000 Suit for Slander. 


Shortly after came a suit for $20,000 
for slander by John H.: Coyne against 
Brady, Munday and Charles E. Ward, 
secretary to Lorimer. Coyne had been 
Brady’s campaign manager and had 
been appointed State Bank Examiner, 
only to be discharged soon after. , 

Mrs. Brady, in the meanwhile, had 
made public charges that Brady had 
filled his offices with relatives and 
friends, including his sister, Mary Fran- 
cis, who appeared on the State payroll 
as M. F.. Brady and drew $300 a month 
as an examiner. 


Coyne charged that the LaSalle Street 
Bank contributed $3000 to Brady’s cam- 
paign expenses and that in return the 
bank was to hame employes in the 
Auditor’s office. The pwtblic attention 
thus drawn to the banks led to a 
threatened investigation by Maclay 
Hoyne’ State’s Attorney. The State 
Bank Examiners demanded that the 
bank make certain reforms to comply 
with the State laws, and when the 
banks were unable, ordered their doors 
closed. 

The Others Indicted. 

The chief indictments yesterday al- 
leged the mulcting of the La Salle Bank 
of $2,000,000 of money and. securities. 
Other indictments charged conspiracy to 
ruin the various banks, operating a con- 
fidence game, embezzlement and Jlar- 
ceny. In addition to LotMmer and Se- 
grave, the following were indicted 
Charles B. Munday, vice-president of the 
La Salle Street Bank; Thomas McDon- 
ald, cashier; Charles G. Fox, junior 
vice-president; Abraham Levin, cashier 
of the Ashland-Twelfth State Bank: 
Edward J. Potts, vice-president of the 
same institution; Paul Hazard, president 
of the Broadway 6tate Bank and mem- 
ber of the Drainage Board; John F. 
Rife, vice-president of the same bank; 
Frank H. Novak, attorney and president 
of the State Bank of Calumet; Charles 
W. Novak, secretary of the. same bank’ 
John B. Deveney, former president of 
the International Trust apd Savings 
Bagk: Harry W. Huttig, manager and 
director of the Rose Pill Cemetery Co., 
former director of the La Salle Stree: 
Bank, and Wiliiam Lorimer Jr., son of 
William Lorimer and head of the firn: 
of William Lorimer Jr. & Co. 


Lorimer, Munday, Fox and McDonald 
and J. P. Gallagher of the Lorimer & 
Gallagher Construction Co., already are 
under indictment in the United States 
courts charged with misapplication of 
funds in the La Salle Street Bank while 
it was a national bank, prior to its in- 
corporation as a State institution.

There was talk of a resolution 
for final adjournment at 5 o’clock to- 
morrow afternoon. 

Senator Clark in a speech told South.

their cotton legislation. He declared 
Congress, under the Constitution, could 
adjourn from day to day without a 
quorum. ‘For my part I propose to 
adjourn this evening and go home,” he 
said. “I think that the vaudeville in 
this situation ought to stop.’’ 

In the House, Leader Underwood said 
a quoroum could not be secured until 
after the elections. 

In the morning President Wilson con- 
ferred with Speaker Clark and Sena- 
tors Kern and Overman. Speaker Clark 
said that, if President Wilson should 
exercise his constitutional power and 
adjourn Congress, he believed the 
country would indorse the action. 

The President's power for such a 
precedent-breaking action is found in 
Section 3 of Article 2 of the Constitu 
tion, which provides ‘‘in case of dis- 
agreement. between them (both houses 
of Congress) with respect to the time of 
adjournment he (the President) may 
adjourn them to such time as he shall 
think proper.” 

Meantime the war tax bill, estimated 
to bring in $90,000,000 of revenue, was 
the law of the land today, the confer- 
ence report having been passed by the 
House and the Senate and received tha 
signature of President Wilson yester- 
day.

Fifteen proposi will be submitted to the 
Noy. 3. 
The first proposes an amendment to the Con- 
stitution weakening the power of the voters un- 
der the initiative and prohibiting them from mak- 
ing changes in the tax system of the State. If 
adopted this amendment will be forever unpre- 
pealable by the initiative. It should be defeated. 
Smash it! 
The second increases the limit on bonds which 
Kansas City may issue on a two-thirds vote for 
waterworks and other utilities. It should have 
support as a local measure asked for by those 
most interested and as a step toward liberalizing 
irksome minor restrictions in the Constitution. 
Four proposed amendments relate to good roads. 
No. 3 authorizes a State tax levy of 10 cents on 
each $100 for roads and is estimated to yield 
$2,000,000 a year for the purpose. In voting for it, 
citizens should remember that even an amendment 
of this innocuous nature could not be initiated if 
No. 1 is adopted. No. 6 authorizes road districts 
to levy 65 cents per $100 for roads. Ags a reason- 
able plan for supplementing State road effort it 
should be adopted. No. 14, which authorizes $50,- 
000,000 in State bonds for roads, will not, if 
adopted, mean that bonds to such an amount will 
be issued. To remove to such an extent present 
limitations on the Legislature will not be unsafe. 
No. 15 authorizes roafi districts to issue road 
bonds in any sum which 61 per cent of the voters 


‘| may approve. Vote to give them the right. 


No. 4 increases the salaries of legislators, giving 
them $2000 for each’ biennial period, instead of 
about $350 at $5 a day as at present. It is urged 
as insuring a better quality of material in the 
Legislature. The salary provided is not unreason- 
able. 

No. 5 inereases by 5 per cent the limit of St. 
Louis’ authorized bonded indebtedness to enable 
it to construct subways, City growth will soon 
make a subway issue paramount. The need for 
this amendment is not obviated by the provision 
of the new charter permitting bonds for city- 
owned utilities to be secured on the property 
rather than on the general faith and credit of 
the municipality. The entire State should join 
St. Louis in passing this amendment that will 
facilitate adequate provision for urgent city needs. 

No. 7 empowers the Legislature to grant State 
aid to the blind. It should have an overwhelming 
affirmative vote. 

No. 8 gives all cities of 100,000 or more inhabit- 
ants the same latitude in amending and revising 
their own charters that St. Louis now enjoys. St. 
Louis should give the amendment cordial support 
and it should carry. 

No. 9 is a referendum on ‘the “full crew” law 
passed by the Legislature of 1913. 

No. 10, another law submitted under the refer- 
endum, would destroy the degree of home rule 
towns of 2500 people now are guaranteed in exemp- 
tion from the local option votes of the rest of 
the county. These towns are as much entitled to 
be safeguarded from county dictation as St. Louis 
is to be safeguarded from State dictation. The 
amendment should be defeated. 

No, 11 and No. 12 are the St. Louis home rule 
measures, passed by the last Legislature, which 
would be in effect now but for referendum peti- 
tions rendering them inoperative pending a vote 
of the entire State. They place the appointment 
of Excise Commissioners and Police Commission- 
ers in the hands of the St. Louis Mayor instead 
of the Governor. They should have the vote of 
every Missourian who believes in the home rule 
principle. St. Louis itself should roll up an 
enormous majority for these measures that will 
end Jefferson City meddling in our local affairs 
and destroy State machine-building with St. 
Louis city patronage. 

N&@ 13 gives full suffrage to Missouri women. 
This right should no longer be withheld. As 
members of society sharing the burdens and re- 
sponsibilities of men, women should have a 
voice in the Government. The oportunity to make 
Missouri the eleventh equal suffrage state should 
not be neglected.

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MONOPOLY TAXES. 
Republican orators and newspapers are bawling 
about the failure of the reduced Democratic tariffs 
to raise as much revenue as the Republican high 
tariffs raised.

Whether Government revenue is produced by 
import tariffs or direct war taxes, it comes from 
the pockets of the people.

Under Republican high tariffs the people paid 
not only taxes for the Government, but tribute 
to the monopolies which oppressed them and 
throttled freedom of industry and commerce. 

There is good reason to believe that the reduced 
tariffs of the Wilson administration would have 
brought sufficient revenue if war had not broken

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A REMEDIABLE NUISANCE. 

Mr. Harrop’s failure, reporting on ‘St. Louis’ 
street car system, to say anything of its evil pre- 
eminence aS a producer of unnecessary noise, is 
fair warrant for an polite inquiry whether he is 
deaf or merely indifferent to noise. 

There are St. Louisans who could freely for- 
give the system all its other faults—of over-

The cars shatter nerves by day and murder 
sleep by night for tens of thousands on either 
side of the rights of way. The system has thus 
destroyed property values larger in the aggregate 
than its assessed valuation, without being called 
upon either to abate the remediable nuisance or 
pay a penny for the losses it inflicted.

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ON SHOOTING SUBSCRIBERS. 

San Bernardino, Cal., noted for the most mixed 
breed of dogs in the world, has achieved another 
distinction.

In expressing our supreme elation over the 
acquittal of an esteemed contemporary we do not 
wish to be misunderstood as approving the killing 
of subscribers by editors. 

It is not only unfair to’advertisers, but suicidal 
as a matter of policy. The efforts of the editor 
should be towards building up circulation, rather 
than destroying it. Need we add that we consider 
the practice immoral also? Though it has been 
known to strengthen what is called an editor’s 
“moral influence.” 

We once knew a great Texas journalist who fre- 
quently resorted to shooting his unpaid subscribers 
in the leg for the purpose of stimulating collec- 
tions, yet he always stopped short of mortally 
wounding them, and invariably retained their re- 
sect. We do not cite this instance approvingly, 
nor would we recommend such means to an ele- 
mentary class in journalism; it is offered to show 
that the most delicate discrimination is required 
in the editorial use of firearms, in which only the 
most practiced hand can afford to engage. 

Whenever possible the editor should adopt the 
attitude of friendship towards subscribers and en- 
deavor to enlist their confidence and sympathy. 
Nobody needs more sympathy. And especially 
should an editor cultivate patience, forbearance 
and humility, and be slow to wrath. He should 
know that it is every subscriber’s precious pre- 
rogative to waylay and abuse an editor and he 
should always give the subscriber the benefit of 
the doubt. The editor is not infallible and the 
subscriber may be right.

AT MEETINGS HERE 


Department Head Says Attitude 
of the Administration Toward 
Labor Has Been Fair. 


FOLK COMING TO STATE 


He Will Give Three Days to 
Campaign ; Democratic-Pro- 
gressive Fusion in County. 


—————e 


William B. Wilson, Secretary of Labor 
in President Wilson’s Cabinet, spoke 
last night at Social Turner Hall, Thir- 
teenth and Monroe streets, and Bo- 
hemian Hall, Ninth street and Allen av- 
enue. Both halls were crowded with 
voters. The Secretary discussed national 
issues in his speeches and’pleaded with 
the voters to re-elect a Democratic Sen- 
ator and Congressman from this State. 

Secretary Wilson discussed the atti- 
tude of the administration and of Con- 
gress with respect to labo problems and 
declared it had been eminently fair. He 
praised President Wilson’s peace policy 
and decidred that but for the “watch- 
ful waiting’’ program many American 
citizens would now be on the firing 
line instead of at home in peaceful pur- 
suits. 

“When we read of the great catastro- 
phe in Europe,”’ he said, “our mothers, 
sisters and wives can offer a prayer 
that we are a peaceful nation, respected 
and honored throughout the world.”
